two of the best - sheer gameplay, 
not gimmickry on a btg-nama 
t>andwagori. 

And iKough there's no big film 
licefx;e this rrtonth apart from the 
msipd AmeiTcan version of 
Electric Df earns' s /^'^ens, a couple 
of cartoon tie-ins do well 
Piranha's ThroughTh^TrapDoor, 
and BflSi'i The Great Mouse 
Derecfive from Gremim Graphics. 

The point is that t^ins 
are not a priori t»d, And the 
apparent triumph of th© t^S-in this 
year is down to a couple of factors. 

Fifsl, games are feeding more 
ard more f romi the mainstrearn of 
enteftainnwnl and therefore 
flowfig more witJ more bssck into 
the mainstream. 

Today every entertainment 
release- film, book, TV series, 
af txnm , toy - 1» tied in mth as many 
other thingsafipoaait)l««to e^ctfsct 
the maximum sal^ lirom a single 
well' known name- So, as f^obin 
Candy otjssfves, the computer- 
game tie-in is a natural part of any 

maiOf film's marks! I ng now, ^nd 

pertiQipsone day theylt be making 
the fito of ttue game. 

The second faclor is that only 
full-price labete can afford to 
(produce major tie-ir^s (and, more 
cynically, one imageries the market 
will pay more for a name tks-in than 
an unhwafd-of original game 
anywa/). So while the btidget 
lattets produce so many 
straightforward games for the 
wtvaterver-'em-uptans, fud-pncers 
like Piranha, which make more 
rmMwy Irom each of iheir t^rwer 
titles^ eam afford to concentrate 
retsourcee on complex (i«-iri.s, 
si'mulations (tie-ins witti real lifel) 
ajTd arcade conversions - and 
produce proportkinately more of 
them than they used to. 

Tl^ buctget houses, particularly 
Code Masters, produce a huge 
number of nondescnpl games, 
often passable, rarefy noteworthy, 
which they know will se^i t^ecause 
they're cheap and there are so 
many Spectrum-owners to buy 
itwm. 

That takes cere of ifie casual 
end of the mailcei. Mote full-price 
software houses may be moving 
^nto it for i^yick QukHt - viz
